THE REGULAR JUNE MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will 
be held in Room 214, Simson African Hall on Wednesday afternoon, June 6, 
1945, at 3:30 o'clock. The speaker will be Dr. Wilbert M. Chapman, Curator 


of Fishes in the California Academy of Sciences, who will take for his subject: 
FISHING FOR Foop IN THE SOLOMON ISLANDS, 1943-44 


Dr. Chapman spent fourteen months in various parts of the South Pacific 
in 1943-44 in the capacity of Senior Fisheries Specialist for the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration of the United States Government. He participated 
in the establishment of fisheries in the northern Solomon Islands for the 
Armed Forces, during the latter part of the hostilities in that area. 

In addition to the problem of adapting fishing gear designed for the New 
England coast to coral reefs, Dr. Chapman experienced the doubtful joys of 
navigating a boat in and among these reefs without benefit of charts. 

Fishing crews were assembled from local natives—sometimes a perplexing 
task, since the personnel included Methodists, Seventh Day Adventists, and 
professed cannibals who had to be welded into smoothly working groups. 
After they had begun to catch fish in commercial quantities, they found 
themselves in competition with practicing dive-bombers for the use of the 
fishing grounds. 

Dr. Chapman will describe the beauty of the islands and of the under- 
water life around the coral reefs; the delights of scientific collecting in such 
a locale; and the occasional diversions, such as crocodile hunting with jack- 
lights.
